Black Progress’ 


sThere are indications that, at long 
lagt, Black owned businesses are 
making signs of coming to tife: 

According to U.S. Census reports, 
larger Black firms are playing a 
gfeater role, both in receipts and 
ngmbers of persons employed. 

~ccording to these federal 
reports, the majority of Black owned 
fiéms in 1977 were concentrated in 
rétail trade and various service 
ogcupations. These two areas of 
bysiness comprised 68 percent of all 
Black owned firms and 61 percent of 
the gross receipts of such bu 
nésses in 1977. 

According to the report, industry 
sectors increasing their relative 
Share of gross receipts included 
wholesale trade, manufacturing, 
sélected service and finance. Sec- 
tars not growing as fast included 
ratail trade, transportation and 
construction. 

‘The data show enterprises with 50 
of more employees enjoyed greater 
growth than Black businesses as a 
whole. 

The number of firms with paid 
employees grew twice as fast as the 
total number of Black-owned enter- 
prises (46 percent in 1977 against 21 
percent). The number of firms with 
paid employees rose from 27,385 in 

1972 to 39,966 in 1977. 

‘The number of firms with 50 or 

ore employees grew by 44 percent 
and provided 27 percent (43,000) 


A Script For 


President, National Urban Coalition 
A few days before Christmas, a 


young staff member, whose work® 
takes him into. urban communities 
where elderly, poor and minority 
residents are being replaced by 
moreaffluenthouseholders, 
dropped a discussion paper on my 
desk. In it he sketches out a version 
of what America's cities will be like 
by 1990: It-is not a very pretty 
picture. = 

His script gives us an East Coast 
city in the year 1990, which is 80 
percent white --mainly middle and 
upper-middle class.

Lottery, Fiasco, Predicted 


Some readers will probably regard itas a 
breach of professional journalism ethics to 
throw this “I told you so” lineatthem. __ 

But having frequently lambasted the State 
Lottery operation since its very first drawing 


almost seven years ago, and in-light of the- 


messy entanglement it is currently involved, 
the temptation to say "! told you so,” is.too 
impelling to resist. 

It has always been the contention of this 
column that the main objective of the Lottery 
Commission was use its legalized muscles to 
squeeze the numbers racket bosses out of 
business under the guise of fattening the state 
coffer instead of the racket men’s pockets. 

The racketeers, it has been frequently 
pointed out, knew how to run the numbers 
game without fussing and fighting with one 
another and keeping the players genuinely 
happy. Picking the numbers from the Stocks 

_and Bond exchange published in daily papers 
five days a week, convinced the players that 
the game was on the square. 
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TALE OF TWO DECADES: 


The 1970s are over and the 1980s have 


begun. | suspect the new decade will be as _ 


different from its predecessor as the 1970s 
were from the 1960s. 

The sixties ended with the nation enmeshed 
in a war in Vietnam, and exhibiting moral 
exhaustion derived from a decade of rapid 
social change. The domestic and international 
problems it tried to resolve proved more diffi- 
cult that it imagined, and so the nation opted 
out of the struggle. : 

In doing so, it left those problems to hang 
over its head for ten long years, while eco-

0 the net result was that the nation’s racial 
problems bersisted and even deteriorated.

The lottery operation has become so ques- 
tlonable,. that State Auditor Thomas Fergu- 
son, a principal figure in the investigation, has 
denounced it, and saying it ought to be ended 
by the state. Ferguson was first alerted to the 
“irregularities” in December, he reported. 
Since the investigation got underway, Fergu- 
son has apparently seen enough “irregulari- 
ties” to say: 

~“My own conclusion after working with it 
(lottery), seeing it in other states and seeing 
the type of individuals attracted to it; is that it 
just doesn't strike me as the sort of thing the 
state ought to be involved in.” 

Ferguson acknowledged that he voted for 
the constitutional amendment under which 
the lottery was established in Ohio, but said 
that he now regrets giving it his support. “If! 
had a chance to vote on it again, | would vote 
against it,"|he reported recently. —_- 2 

The “irregularities” charges has become so 
strong, that four state legislators have intro- 
duced a bill to terminate the lottery at the end 
of 1981 unless the General Assembly specifi- 

- cally votes to continue it. Since the Legislature 
is the father of this lottery monster, it is logical 
that it shiimider the responsibility of taming 
this Frankenstein. 

Well, it is the suggestion here that when the 
final decision on the “irregularities” ig public- 
ized, just remember that “! told you so” ever 
since the state stepped into the numbers 
racket back in 1973. :

Just as the gz'ins of the sixties were won by 
progressive alliances led by the civil rights 
movement, so too must the 1980s be a period 
of revived aljiances for change. ,
